Billings, after leaving the hospital, drove 
to the Evanston police station, where he gave 
an account of the aceldent. He was booked 
on a charge of assault and released om bonds 
of $10,000, signed by Andrew MacLeish. 

The Hayes boy corroborated Billings’ state- 
ment regarding the accident. 

According to the police the accident was 
unavoidable, Billings’ machine was running 
at a speed of only six miles an hour, having 
come to a stop a moment before to allow 
the automobile truck to get out of its way. 
The boys ran from behind a pillar as the 
rear of the auto truck paseed. Billings 
threw on the brakes, but was unable to stop 
the car in time to avoid the accident. 

Billings, MacLeish, and Parkings had been 
to Chicago and were on their way back to 
the MacLeish: home in Glencoe at the time 
of the accident. Bik gs was driven by 
Parkins to the MacLeish home, where he is 
visiting. 


Parents beeline Too Late. 

The McDonald boy's parents were notified 
immediately after the accident, but did not 
reach the hospital until after William had 
died. Mrs. McDonald was prostrated. The 
son had been visiting at the home of William 
Pulzer, 1930 Darrow avenue. 

‘‘ Both Mr. Billings and my son are broken 
up over the accident and are in no concition 
to talk at present,”’ said Andrew McLeish. 
“Mr. Billings, I know from personal obeer- 
vation, ie a safe and sane driver of automo- 
biles, having driven cars for a number of 
years. He was at the wheel when the Mc- 
Donald boy was run over, and from what he.

“ Religious influence,’’ he says, ‘‘ would be 
nonexistent, for neither the individual Peru- 
vian nor his government would recognize 


ligious act, but would regard it as a med- 
dlesome act of foreign interference in pri- 
vate concerns. ! 

“A Protestant organization in Putumayo 
would not be tolerated, because there would 
be much resentment and bad feeling which 
would inevitably defeat the object in view, 
viz.: the protection and betterment of the In- 
dians. I do not think a Protestant mission 
would ever do any good. 

“ These are some of the considerations that 
force me to regard the Roman Catholic mis- 
sions ds the sole feasible step that can be 
taken by those interested on humanitarian 
srounds in the welfare of the Indians.”’ 

Sir Roger winds up his letter by saying that 
David Cazes, a Jew, lately British consul at 
Iquitos, dlso believes a Roman Catholic mis- 
sion would be the beat agency for the work 
to be done.

TELLS. OF THE TRAGEDY. 


Roomer Describes Talk Between 
Wife and Husband Night 
of Murder. 


Evidence to combat, the theory that 
Charles B. Morrow committed suicide on 
Dec. 27 furnished the sensation yesterday 
in the trial of Mrs. Morrow for the alleged 
murder of her spouse. Three physicians. 
went into a detailed technical description 
of the gunshot wound im the dead man's 
chest and another In hie head. 

Basing their opinions upon expert know!l- 
edge of wounds of this nature, they asserted 
the one in Morrow's lungs coulé hardly have 
been self-inflicted. They added that it was. 
mortal and the man could not have after- 
ward shot himself in the head, ag unneces- 
sary effort which would require the shifting 
of the revolver trom the left to the right 
hand. 

Another {important piece of evidence was 
introduced by the state, when Judge George 
Kersten ruled that W. H. Palmer, a former 
roomer at the Morrow flat, could tell of a 
convergation he overheard between Morrow 
and a woman a few minutes before the fatal 
shots were fired. 


Tells of the Wounds. 

Dr. Joseph Springer, coroner's physician, 
was the first expert witness to testify for 
the state. He examined the vest worn by 
Morrow when he died, : 

“Have you an opinjon as to what distance 
the muzzle of the revolver wa@ held when 
the shot was fired?” asked Prosecutor 
Northrup. 

‘* From six to ten inches, I should say.”’ 

“Have you an opinion as to the effect of 
the wound in the chest?” 

“ It would be immediate unconesciousm 

“ Have you: an opinion as to which wound 
caused death?’’ 

“The one tn the chest.” 


Gunsmith Gives Evidence, 

The state had presented evidence to show 
that if Morrow shot himéelf in the left side 
he had to hold the revolver in an unnatural 
position and pull the trigger with his left 
thumb. It is the contention that the muggle 
of the revolver would be close to the cheat. 

Fred Surkamer, a gunsmith, asserted the 
revolver with which Morrow wes shot was 
held eight or ten inches from the body. Dr, 
E. R. Le Count also asserted the wound in 
the chest would cause immediate uncon- 
sciousness. 

Dr. Joseph Patten of the College of Physi- 
clang and Surgeons examined Morrow's 
heart in the morning. 


Would Live Few Minutes. 

“In your opinion, how long would a per- 
son live who suffered such a wound as you 
found in the heart you examined?” he was 
gsked.

He realizes, as do-other senators, particu- 
larly Crane and Penrose, that itis necessary 
for Mr. Taft's interest to demonstrate that 
the president was exceedingly active and 
that it was. his interference which finally 
forced the conviction of a good man, whose 
cause the Texan senator always has sup- 


- ported loyally. 


Resolution of Texan. 
As a preliminary to his speech, Mr. Bailey 
introduced the following resolution today: 

Whereas, The constitution of the United 
States makes the senate the sole judge of 
elections, returns, and qualifications of its 
members; and 

Whereas, Every senater is required by 
his oath of office to decide all such cases 
according to the law and the testimony, 
before him; be it 

Resolved, That any attempt on the part 
of the president of the United States to 
exercise the powers and influence of his ~ 
great office for the purpose of controlling 

. the vote of any senator upon a question 

involving the right to a seat in the senate 
violates the spirit if not the letter of the 
constitution, invades’ the rights of the 
senate, and ought to be severely con- 
demned. 


Taft Talked with Senators. 

It is true Mr. Taft did speak to a number 
of senators, including Root of New York, 
Burton of Ohio and Jones of Washington. 
These three men spoke and voted against 
Lorimer during the winter of 1911. Jones did 


.not stay put, however, but changed his atti- 


tude during the last investigation. 

Mr. Ta also spoke to Bradley and Payn- 
ter of Kentucky, botr of whom insisted upon 
voting for Lorimer 

Senator Culiom also was invited to the 
White House by the president during the 
winter of 1911 for the purpose of discussing 
the Lorimer case with the president.

FL. By writes: “The real reason why 
most parents are not #0 averse as they might 
be expected to be to their children having 
measies, scariatina, and mumps is that 
these diseases, which are rarely fMtal to 
children when properly treated, are far 
more gevere in their effects upon adults. 
Parents, knowing there is small chance of 
their children escaping’ these diseases all 
their Mves, prefer that they ehould heve 
trem when they are small, when chances of 
fatal effects are so much less. As to scariet 
fever (the rea! article) and diphtheria, I have 
never known any parents so foolish as to de- 
sire their children to have these deadly dis- 
eases. They are dangerous in the extreme to 
all—young and adulte alike.”

In neither 
smallpox, ecariet fever, diphtherig, measles, nor 
mumps is the dikease more severe in grown people 
than in. children, ©‘ You cite three, scariatina, 
measles, and mumps. Scarilatine ig nothing but 
scariet fever, and what ls presently sald of scarlet 
fever applies to it. 

Mortality Statistics Bulletin 108, United States 
census bureau, analyees 800,000 deaths in the 
registration area of the United States in 1910. | 
There were6,596 deaths from measles distributed 
as follows: Under 1 year of age, 1,640; 1 to 2, 
2,027: 2 to 8, 1,002. Total under 6, 5,388, leav- 
ing 1,200 for all the years of later life. Of this 
number 852 d@eaths occurred in children of what 
is termed the school age, 406 were divided amongst 
the people between 20 and S56. These statistics 
cover 4,000,000 people.

RBEATIES duly made and ratified by the 

president and the senate of the United 

States are, according’ to the constitu- 

tion, declared to be “ the supreme law 

of the land:”’ If the treaty in question 

runs counter to existing begislation of either 

country, then that legislation must be modl- 
fied to conform with the treaty. 

In 1816, after the commercial treaty with 

England, the question was raised as to 

whether it was necessary to pass a bill mod- 


} ifying American revenue laws s0 as to con- 


form to the treaty stipulations, or whether 
the treaty, ag “ the supreme lew of the land,” 
itself operated “‘ proprio vigore.” 

The point was solved by the passage of a 
deciaratory act (United States statutes at 
large, Vol. III., C. 354), emphasizing the fact 
that the terms of the treaty superseded phe 
pretxisting fevernue laws.

It is necessary to recall this in connection 
with the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, now to the 
fore on account of the impending legislation 
at Washington with regard to the Panama 
canal, and to bear In mind that the treaty 
in question must absolutely govern all pro- 
jectedriegisiation, and at the same time must 
be regarded as superseding all former Amer- 
ican shipping laws in any point where these 
may be in conflict with the treaty stipula- 
tions. 

If I refer to this matter at all it is because 
the action of Great Britain, in taking excep- 
tion to certain pointé of canal legislation now 
under congideration, as violations of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, is theall absorbing topic 
of the hour.| It isa matter which, in certain 
eventualitics, is calculated to affect unpleas- 
antly the relatione of the United States with 
all maritime powers whose interésts are 
identical with thoge of England. 

Every foreign nation appreciates the fact 
that the great. waterway will owe its exist- 
ence to American enterprise and American 
money, and that, therefore, the United States

This provision was eliminated from 
the proposed ordinance at the instance of 
certain lumber interests and of certain par- 
ties claiming to represent emaler owners.

Economical Housekeeping. 


The Raspberry. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE raspberries, red and black, hover along 

through July, and even into August, in 

a sort of amicable rivalry with the early 

fruits. We make an entirety different use 

of them—use the fresh berries in many 
more ways—than did the housewives of old, 
with their noted vinegars, and shrubs, ane 
cordials. 

These dminks were formerly censidered to 
dispensable in sickness, and a valuable adjunct 
to hospitality. Raspberry vinegar was thought 
to be a good palliative for a cold. It was 
thinned with boiling water, and taken as hot as 
possible, so as to induce perspiration, just be- 
fore the patient went to bed. 

If made with exactness, put in perfectly dry 

and clean bottles (sterilized we say today), 
closely corked and sealed, it was warranted to 
last for years, and in parsimonious households 
it was often kept for a long period. The 
economy, which induced the old time house- 
keeper to hold all such things over for a sea- 
son or more is something which we do not re- 
spect today,

Both for fragrance and flavor the red rasp- 
berry is a berry of berries. Its fragrance is as 
inimitable as that of a gently sweet breeze, 
and its flavor absolutely rare. If the reeds 
trouble us, we are indeed unfortunate, but 
even, sO we may use the freshly crushed and 
strained fruit in our drinks, and the flavor is 
hardly changed when it is made into sirups 
and shrubs. 

The currant and raspberry, contemporaries 
in ripening, may be put together in jellies and 
jams. The currant makes the raspberry “ stand 
up.”

Raspberry Shrub.—Pour one quart of cider 
vinegar over two quarts of red raspberries in 
a stone jar or large bowl, and let it stand 
three days. Then mash and strain, and to 
each pound of juice add one pound of sugar. 
Boil twenty minutes, skimming well. Bottle 
when cold, 

Raspberry Punch.—aA red or black raspberry 
punch may be made with the proportion of one 
quart of berries to.one pound of sugar, and the 
strained juice of two lemons. Add some fresh 
berries after the punch has stood on the ice 
long enough to cool, 
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Raspberry Omelet,—Make ordinary omelet 
and fold the berries into it, sprinkling them 
slightly with powdered sugar. This is not a 
dessert, but a pretty thing for a company 
breakfast.

New York, July 15.»—The express rates pre- 
scribed in the report of the interstate com- 
merce commission on express companies will 
not produce enough revenue to cover the cost 
of business, according to a statement issued 
today after a meeting of express company of- 
ficials in this eity. 

In support of this contention it was an- 
nounced that the companies would prepare 
statements showing what the purposed rates 
would produce on business actually done. It 
was also announced that the companies would 
adopt the suggestions and direction of the 
commission in regard to “regulation and 
practices.” 

The statement, which was given out as 
coming from “all the express companies ” 
follows: 

‘The report of the commission relates to 
rates and practices of the express companies. 
The vital thing to the companies is the 
question of rates. ‘The report recommends 
a basis of express rates on a gone system 
which is entirely new, totally replacing the 
present basis of rates and tariffs. 


Shows Reduction in Revenue. 

“ According to the commission’s report it 
is conceded that the average net earnings 
of the large express companies from present 
rates is not in excess of 6 per cent on the 
business done—in some cases even less. The 
proposed rates would drastically reduce the 
companies’ revenue. 

“It is therefore obvious that the pro- 
posed rates would not produce enough reve- 
nue to cover the cost of business, especially 
as the changes in methods of business to be 
adopted will increase the cost. 

“ Fortunately the commission has given the 
express companies until Oct. 9 to show 
whether the proposed rates should be 
adopted. The companies will meanwhile pre- 
pare statements showing what the proposed 
rates would produce on business actually 
done, which information could not have been, 
known heretofore by either the commission 
or the companies, 


See No Destructive Action. 

“The question of reasonableness of the 
rates is one that will be decided judiciously 
by the commission in October. The com- 
panies are not anticipating any final action 
by the commission that will be destructive. 

“ Unfortunately, the question of rates has 
been up to this time complicated in the in- 
vestigation with that of regulations and 
practices, which the managers of the com- 
panies have been as desirous of changing as | 
the commission iteelf. 

“The report contains suggestions and di- 


Fine weather conditions in the northwest 
and in Canada, with prospects for an increas-" 
ing movement of winter wheat, started gen- 
eral selling of wheat yesterday and the mar- 
ket became demoralized under the pressure 
to sell.

GARDNER PLANS TO SUBMIT 
MINORITY REPORT ON STEEL. 


achusetts Member of Committee 
sfuses to Agree to Majority Views 
of Inquiry’s Result, 


Washington, D. C., July 15.—Representa- 
tive Augustus P. Gardner of Massachusetts 
declined today to sign the majority report of 
the house steel trust investigating commit- 
tee and said. he would seek to have submitted 
a progressive minority report on behalf of the 
Republican members of the committee. 

Mr. Gardner agzerted that the time had
